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Beyond ‘Tragedy 


A portion of the address made to the 136th Annual Meeting of the American Bible Society, 
May 8, 1952, by Chaplain Ivan L. Bennett 


I WISH it were possible for me to convey to you how 
great is the opportunity of the American Bible 
Society in the Pacific basin, and how important I 
think it is that the Society move swiftly to meet the 
challenge of the opportunity. Long years have gone 
into research, translation, experimental production 
and distribution. You have the translations. You 
have the trained personnel. You have 
the cumulative know-how achieved 
through years of trial and error and 
of devoted service. In the field of 
production and distribution of the 
vernacular Scriptures your Society is 
the best qualified agency for its task. 
I could take all the time allotted 
to me hgre to relate the thrilling 
story of your Society’s achievements: 
how the call for Scriptures in Japa- 
nese was answered in1945; how more 
than 13,000,000 units of the Scrip- 
tures in Japanese have been produced 
and distributed during the years of 
the occupation; how the number of 
New Testaments sold last year in 
apan exceeded the number of the total church 
membership in Japan; how rural and fishing villages 
that have never seen a missionary are being reached 
by the colporteur and are eagerly receiving the Word 
of Life; in short, how, amid much confusion and 
striving for reorientation on the part of Churches and 
missions, the day has been saved for Christianity in 
apan, and that largely by the work of your Society. 
For, not without good reason, the missions and the 
Churches have devoted much time, energy and money 


Chaplain (Major General) Bennett was recently ap- 
pointed Chief of Chaplains of the Department of the 
Army. For three years immediately preceding this ap- 


pointment he served as Chief Chaplain of the Far East 
Command and Chief Chaplain, General Headquarters, 
United Nations Command. 
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to conference, survey reorganization and reorienta- 
tion—in earnest effort to decide what course to 
follow. Fortunately, the American Bible Society 
knew where it was going, the direction in which it 
should move; and its energies, its skills, its resources 
were moved swiftly to the task. 

At the outbreak of the Korean conflict it became 
my duty to plan the over-all supply 
procedures for the chaplains serving 
the soldiers, airmen and sailors of the 
nations involved in that conflict. It 
was an impressive fact that the 
American Bible Society was able to 
fill my requirements for Testaments 
in twenty-one languages and dialects. 
Turks and Thailanders, French and 
Puerto Ricans, South Africans and 
Colombians, Greeks, Tagalogs and 
Indians, they were all able to have 
the Gospel “in their own tongues 
wherein they were born.” 

Doubtless you know that the Bible 
House in Seoul, home of the Korean 
Bible Society, was destroyed in 
September 1950. Fortunately, your Secretary, Mr. 
Robertson, was in Tokyo. Rev. Young Bin Im, Sec- 
retary of the Korean Bible Society, was brought to 
Japan and was set to the task of producing the Ko- 
rean Scriptures in ‘Tokyo, making use of the facilities 
of the Japan Bible Society and being financed by the 
American Bible Society. Before I left Japan more 
than 1,250,000 copies of the Scriptures had been 
produced and channeled to Korea through the 
Army chaplain supply. 

In the closing days of March this year I visited 
the two warehouses where storage facilities were 
arranged for this stock. The warehouses were almost 
empty. There is demand for the Scriptures as fast 
as they can be produced and shipped. Where have 
so many units of the Scriptures been required? 

Great quantities have gone to the armed forces of 
the Republic of Korea. Under Japanese occupation 
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few Koreans had opportunity to achieve the qualities 
of leadership. The Korean conflict has demonstrated 
that the Korean youth has the innate capacity of 
leadership, and it has developed that capacity in 
thousands of men and women. The young men of the 
nation are in positions of authority, from corporals 
of squads to commanders of divisions and army corps. 
We cannot even begin to measure this potential of 
leadership for the nation and for the Churches. Any- 
one close to the situation must agree that it portends 
a tremendous potential for the future of Christianity 
in Korea; for more than seventy Korean clergymen 
have followed the young men as chaplains to the 
forces. Your Bible Society, working through the 
Japan and Korean Bible Societies, has placed in the 
hands of these chaplains hundreds of thousands of 
copies of the Scriptures; and the Korean service man, 
fighting beside the other United Nations service men, 
carries his ‘Testament, too, and reads it proudly. The 
men who will lead Korea tomorrow are reading the 
Bible today. 

You will be interested to know that approximately 
three fourths of the prisoners of war, North Koreans 
and Chinese, too, manifest an interest in learning 
something about Christianity and the Bible. Many 
who are unable to read attend classes. Hundreds 
have completed Bible-institute courses. Any morning 
that the weather permits an outdoor service, ten to 
twelve thousand men can be seen in attendance at 
the sunrise prayer meeting. From day to day the 
chaplains assign passages of Scripture for memory 
work. It is a great thrill to hear them repeat in unison 
the great gems of Scripture. Large numbers of the 
men have made open profession of faith in Christ 
and have declared themselves committed to Him 
and His way of life. Vast numbers have petitioned the 
authorities to save them from the ordeal they know 
awaits them if they are returned to Communist 
control, 

Many people saw the need of reading matter in 
POW camps. While translators were working to pro- 
duce something acceptable to the authorities, your 
Bible Society furnished at my request 19,000 New 
Testaments in Chinese and 100,000 New Testaments 
in Korean. Thus, months ahead of all the other 
agencies concerned with the minds of the prisoners, 
the chaplains were there with the Holy Scriptures 
in the languages of the prisoners.

The Societys Secretary for the West Indies Agency reports on the Great Evangelistic Campaigns

The stocks of books in our depots were exhausted, 
and through half of the campaigns we had no books. 
Headquarters had to fill special orders to meet the 


Crowds like this, numbering over 20,000, 
met daily for over two weeks in Camagiiey, 
Cuba, a city of 80,000 people, to hear the 
Gespel. During the meetings 3,500 Bibles, 
10,800 New Testaments and more than 
25,000 Gospel portions were sold 


complaints received because there were no books in 
either the Agency office nor anywhere in Cuba. 
Among the testimonies made at the meetings were 
one from a former unbeliever, one from a paralytic 
and one from a confirmed drunkard. ‘The unbeliever 
was a carpenter who said: “‘I came to these meetings 
out of curiosity. Several persons told me that miracles 
were being performed here, and I came to see if this 
was true. I have not seen any miracle, but I was 
moved by the atmosphere of life and discipline, and 
especially by the preaching; so I bought this Bible. I 
am reading it with pleasure in my soul and now I be- 
lieve in God and in Jesus as my Saviour.”’—“And 
what other, larger miracle do you want to see?” we 
interrupted. ‘“You have reason to ask such a ques- 
tion,’ he answered; ‘“‘thank God for this miracle re- 
alized in myself.” 

The paralytic was one of the hundreds of patients 
carried to the-meeting. I spoke to him as he sat in his 
wheel chair. It was at the end of the service. He looked 
physically wasted, but his eyes were bright with faith 
and hope. He spoke with visible joy. “‘I have not been 
cured in my body and I do not care now whether I 
am or not. The will of God will be obeyed. I am re- 
covered in my soul, which suffered from paralysis of 
God. I now have God in my heart, and my soul has 
joy and happiness.” 

This paralytic’s wife, who accompanied him, added: 
‘“‘Fle is another man now. The resignation changed 
his hostile character. He is a saint. He spends all the 
day reading the Bible, and we joy very much as we 
listen. We have faith that God will save him.” 
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The third testimony was given on a night when it 
was raining pitchforks in Havana. Every seat in the 
uncovered Municipal Amphitheater was filled. More 
than 10,000 persons were there, only a few left to es- 
cape the rain. We were completely soaked. ‘The 
preacher, Rev. Mr. Stubb, continued his message 
without being perturbed. It was a moving spectacle. 
All that was heard was the voice of the preacher and 
the noise of the torrential rain. ‘‘Any who desire to 
leave may do so without offense,” said the preacher. 
Nobody moved, and a cry of Aleluyah! was the an- 
swer. We sang a hymn that verily thundered through- 
out the place. At the end the rain ceased, and the 
service continued with moving spirit. Many people 
took off their coats to protect the sick who were there 
and who also did not want to leave. 

When testimonies were asked for, we saw at one 
door of the amphitheater a man slapping his face. 
We came closer to him. He was crying and slapping 
himself very hard.

The Bible Becomes Alive in Chile ~

AST MARCH an American evangelist came down to 
L visit the Assembly of God Mission working in 
Chile. The Mission emphasizes “‘healing”’ in its meet- 
ings. The evangelist, Rev. Clifton Erickson, held 
large meetings in the south of Chile, at Valdivia, in 
the big local theater, and as in Wesley’s day many 
went to scoff and remained to pray. Our colporteur 
in that town helped and sold many Scriptures at the 
meetings. In Valparaiso, such were the crowds and 
so many the people that received healing, that the 
public health authorities tried to stop the meetings. 

By the time Mr. Erickson came to Santiago full 
publicity had been given by the secular press, though 
the most important dailies remained silent. There 
was, however, a great expectancy on the part of the 
people. The meetings started in a large tent seating 
several thousands, but it was too small. Hundreds 
were outside, sitting in their cars listening to the 
preaching. Under the guidance and good hand of 
God the national stadium was offered, and there 
forty thousand people gathered to hear the Gospel. 
Many came hoping to be healed of their bodily ail- 
ments. Miracles did happen and many were healed. 

There are about 15,000 evangelicals in Santiago, 
and all, of course, did not go to the meetings; but 
here in the national stadium were gathered more 
than double that number, many hearing the Gospel 
for the first time. Nothing like it had ever been seen 
in Chile. The whole city was stirred from government 
officials down. It was the biggest religious movement 
ever seen in Santiago. For Chile it was a twentieth

The Bible Society had a great time. We made ar- 
rangements for Scriptures to be on sale at the meet 
ings, and those responsible for the arrangements 
greatly helped us. It was a unique opportunity 
reaching thousands with the Word of God. At Mr. 
Erickson’s meetings in Santiago, lasting two weeks, 
we sold 2,614 Bibles, 3,200 Testaments and 5,500 
Scripture portions. But that did not end our sales. 
At the meetings, over the loudspeakers an announce- 
ment was made every night, telling people where to 
find the Bible Society office. The result has been a 
large increase in sales over the counter, and ver 
interesting conversations have been held with people 
who were buying Bibles for the first time. 

When the meetings were over at the stadium, the 
authorities would take nothing for rent and light, and 
the company who provided the loudspeakers likewise 
made no charge. They confessed that it was the most 
wonderful thing they had ever seen in the stadium 
and had been surprised at the good conduct and be- 
havior of the people. They had provided plenty of 
police, but they were not needed. 

It was interesting when the one in charge of sales 
at the meetings came in with a hamper containing 
five-peso and ten-peso bills to the amount of 76,000 
pesos. We spent a day counting all this money. It 
made possible a liberal discount on the sales. 

The Word of God is not bound; and we rejoice that 
we have had this special opportunity of giving San- 
tiago the Scriptures.

Report from Israel

T IS now a little over a year since I took charge of Bible 
Society activities in Israel. Very often in my letters to 
Headquarters the following sentence was repeated: ‘The 
demand for Scriptures is constantly increasing.”? This has 
been my surprise and joy, but also my distress, because we 
-were unable to meet the demand. 

Apart from a small portion of native Jews and Arabs, 

the population of Israel consists of immigrants from about 
sixty different countries from all over the world. During 
‘the last three years the population has been doubled. 
There were months when the immigrants were arriving at 
a rate of 30,000 a month. In September 1951 the number 
had passed the one-and-a-half-million mark. The official 
language of the country is Hebrew, but when you study 
the bookstalls and the newspaper kiosks, then you realize 
the amazing variety of languages used. 
_ So far Scriptures in some twenty-five languages have 
been circulated. Some time ago we had a request from 
Beersheba in the south for twenty-four Bibles in Marathi. 
-At first we were puzzled, but soon we found out that this 
was an East Indian language and the books were not 
available, even at Headquarters. We therefore ordered a 
supply to be sent from India. 

An immigrant from Turkey, unaware that the Bible 
Society is represented in Israel and reading in an article 
published in the New York Times that the American Bible 
Society is publishing Scriptures in more than a hundred 
languages, wrote to New York for a Bible in Turkish. His 
letter was forwarded to us, and we advised him to call and 
to receive a copy of the much-desired Holy Book. Soon 
afterward#he turned up with our post card in his hand to 
satisfy his heart’s desire. 

From November 1, 1950 to October 31, 1951, 19,014 
copies were circulated, including 7,400 Bibles. This, how- 
ever, does not reflect the full situation. Had it not been for 
the short supply, we could have sold many more, particu- 
larly Scriptures in Hebrew. There were months when we 
had not a single copy in hand, and we were sorely troubled 
to have to send inquirers away. Fortunately, several con- 
signments have reached us recently. ‘These we are care- 
fully rationing for just distribution all over the country. 
~ Israel is rightly called “the people of the Book.” Her 
history, culture and religion are recorded and reflected in 
the Scriptures. Great masses of the Jews in dispersion have 
lost contact with the Bible, but, returning to the land of 
their forefathers, they are turning once again to the Bible, 
in which is revealed their spiritual heritage. Gentile na- 
tions may derive their history from sources which have no 
pecial connection with the Bible, but the pupil in Israel 
cannot be taught the history of his people without refer- 
ence to this Book. Along with Jewish national rebirth 
there goes a renaissance of the Hebrew language, which 
raws its inspiration from the classical language of the 
ible. 

The Jews may begin to study the Book from the his- 
torical and literary angle. Yet it remains God's Word 
that is speaking to them. It is encouraging that we have 
Id a good proportion of whole Bibles and even New 


Testaments.

“Now My Life Is Full of Joy” 


BY IRMA PRINZ 


was born in Austria of Jewish but unbelieving 
I parents. Until my sixteenth year I was well cared 
for and protected and spent most of my time at home 
with my parents, brothers and sisters. Shortly after 
this I was married to a young man nineteen years old, 
son of the ‘“‘new rich.”? My life with him was a con- 
tinuous martyrdom from almost the first day of my 
marriage. At times I was without food and habitation 
for myself and my two children. My mind was af- 
fected and I was completely disillusioned of life. I

then began to take an interest in politics, and at the 
same time had to earn my living by working in a fac- 
tory. Afterwards I worked in a printing shop and 
later as a saleswoman in the street. Finally I began to 
sell for a big commercial house in Zurich, Switzer- 
land. At this time all my interest and attention was 
given to politics. I advanced very rapidly, writing for 
periodicals, speaking in revolutionary meetings, soon 
becoming a functionary of the Socialist party, and 
afterwards the Communist party, engaging during 
this period in many illegal activities. 

So it was until my emigration to Bolivia. Here, ina 
small town in the northern State of Beni, I heard for 
the first time in my life the Gospel; I heard for the 
first time of the Love of God; for the first time in all 
my life I had a Bible in my hands. A few months later 
I accepted the Lord Jesus Christ as my personal 
Saviour, without knowing much at the moment of 
what I had received. But He took great care of this 
weak plant, and by His grace I was able to grow in 
knowledge of Him who loved us and gave Himself for 
us. Every day I give thanks to God that He ever 
sought me and has given me salvation and life eternal 
and all the riches of His glory in Jesus Christ, my 
Lord and King. Innumerable are the blessings which 
I have received since that day, especially since I en- 
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tered the Bible Institute here; and since I have known 
that the Lord has accepted my life, surrendered to 
Him; and that He desires to use me in His service. _ 

I do not desire to speak of the errors, the sufferings, 
the vanities of my previous life. All that has now 
passed away—all things are made new. But, never, 
never, before knowing Christ, had I known what is 
peace, joy and happiness. Now my life is full of joy, 
“for the excellency of the knowledge of Christ Jesus, 
my Lord.” 

The bearer of this testimony now gives all her time 
to the running of a Bible store and Evangelical book: 
shop in the city of Cochabamba, capital city of the 
central state of the same name. Well situated near the 
main plaza of this metropolis of 80,000 population, 
her sacred business has prospered in the two years she 
has operated the store. Mrs. Prinz speaks German, 
Spanish and English and has sold hundreds of Scrip- 
tures among German-speaking Jews. 


A Long Ride in a Full Bus 


OLPORTEUR Falah, who always undertook long 
(CS and successful trips through the Djezireh’and in 
Hawran and Djebel Druze districts in Lebanon, 
writes of some of his experiences during an eventful 
journey in a bus with sixteen seats, filled with over 
twenty-five grown-up persons, ten to twelve children, 
two sheep, over a half dozen chickens and two cocks, 
not to mention all the passengers’ luggage and thou- 
sands of small animals carried by the occupants which 
caused considerable scratching. After running some 
600 kilometers, very often in the wilderness on what 
is called a road and which is in reality a succession of 
ditches, heaps of mud or of small stones, “I was able,” 
says colporteur Falah, “‘to visit fifteen towns and vil- 
lages, where I could by God’s grace sell 1,117 copies 
of the Holy Scriptures in Arabic, Assyrian, Ancient 
Syriac, Armenian, Turkish, Kurdish, English and 
French to all sorts of people, of which the following 
are a few examples: 


In D. the Moslem teacher forbade his students to buy 
from me, but they came secretly and bought my books. 

In the streets of K., as I had displayed my books in a 
quiet corner, a Moslem young man came to me asking for 
the book where the preaching of Moses on the mount was 
mentioned. When I gave him the Book of Exodus, he 
looked into it for a moment and then said: ‘‘No, it is not 
this book! .. . I want the one where it is said that, ifa man 
looketh on a woman to lust after her, he has committed 
adultery in his heart.” I opened for him chapter five of the 
Matthew’s Gospel, which he was happy to read for a while, 
and then bought it to continue his reading at home. 

In H. a young man came to me saying: “Oh, please 
lend me a Gospel to read for a while, and here are ten 
piasters for you.” Showing him the Gospel of St. Luke, I 
answered him, “Here is a Gospel which you can keep al- 
ways and which costs only ten piasters.”” He took the book 
with great joy, astonished that it was so cheap and hardly 
believing his eyes that the book was his own property.

American Bible Society, suffers less discount in overhead 
expense, gets to its destination more promptly, serves more 
efficiently and stays on the job longer. 


We can rejoice that the Bible gets to Korea, no 
matter what the cost or who the agency that sends it. 
We must, in fairness to the people, let them know 
that the Churches, in building and sustaining the 
American Bible Society, furnish to our constituency 
the most reliable and the most efficient way of effec- 
tive service in the field of Scripture production and 
distribution. 

None of us can foresee with certainty what the turn 
of events will be in Korea. Of one thing we may be 
certain. When it is possible for the representatives of 
the Bible Society to reach the people now behind the 
Communist lines they will find a great need and a 
great demand for Bibles. Our experience with pris- 
oners of war confirms that. Our brief but limited 
contact with the North Korean population in the 
winter of 1950-1951 confirms that. There is a task to 
be done. This wisdom of the Churches in establishing 
and sustaining the American Bible Society, the pe- 
culiar capacity of the Society for the task, the waiting 
and expectant weary people in that unhappy region, 
are inescapable claims upon this Society. The Ko- 
rean Bible Society facility must be replaced. ‘The 
needs of the peoples who can now be reached must 
be met. The warehouses must be replenished with 
stocks that can be moved across the Parallel when, 
in the wisdom and goodness of God, the way is 
opened. 


The Scriptures Now in 
1,049 Languages 


Fifteen languages were added to the list of those 
possessing some part of the Bible as of the end of 
December 1951, bringing the number to 1,049. 
This total includes only languages in which at least 
a whole Book of the Bible has been translated and 
published. ‘There are at least 85 additional lan- 
guages in which only short passages or groups of 
passages have been published. The breakdown of 
the list is as follows:

During 1951 the whole Bible was published for the first 
time in Ogowé Fang, Kikuyu, Luba: Katanga, and Ra- 
goli, all spoken in Africa. New Testaments were pub- 
lished for the first time in Laizo Chin, Haitian Creole, 
Eastern Lisu, Masana, Mixteco, Moru, Rundi and Shanga 
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—languages spoken in Asia, Africa, the West Indies and 
Mexico. Also recorded for the first time is the New Testa- 
ment in the Sahidic Coptic, completed between 1911 and 


1924.

A meeting of the Board of Managers of 
the American Bible Society in its one 
hundred and thirty-sixth year was held 
at the Bible House, 450 Park Avenue, 
New York 22, on Thursday, April 3, 
1952, at 3:30 p.m., President Daniel 
Burke, LL.D., in the Chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted 
by Mr. John Binns. 

The Board approved of the Managers’ 
Report on the One Hundred and Thirty- 
fifth Year of the Society, entitled ‘The 
Living Book,” for presentation to the 
Annual Meeting on May 8. 

Mr. Thomas E. Hudspith of the Bolivia 
Joint Subagency, here on furlough, was 
introduced to the Board. 

The total foreign circulation for 1951 
of 7,999,941 volumes, as compared with 
7,094,784 volumes for the previous year, 
Was reported. 
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Copies of the Gospels of Luke and John 
in Amharic Braille for the blind were 
presented. 

The Board approved of a grant of 1,000 
copies of the Chamorro Four Gospels and 
Acts, on the Sale and Distribution Plan, 
to the General Baptist Women’s Mission 
Board in the Pacific Islands. 

The death of Rev. J. A. Patten, former- 
ly Literary Secretary of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society, was reported, and 
the Board requested that a message of 
sympathy be sent to that Society and to 
Mr. Patten’s family. 

Good progress was reported in the 
publication of the Illustrated Gospel of 
Luke in Korean.

May Meeting of the Board 


A meeting of the Board of Managers 
of the American Bible Society in its 
one hundred and thirty-sixth year was 
held at the Bible House, 450 Park Ave- 
nue, New York 22, on Thursday, May 1, 
1952, at 3:30 p.m., President Daniel 
Burke, LL.D., in the Chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted 
by Secretary Frank H. Mann. 

The following resolution was adopted: 


THAT a constitutional amendment 
be recommended to the Annual 
Meeting, as follows: 
THAT Article XVI of the Consti- 
tution which now reads, “‘No altera- 
tion shall be made in this Constitu- 
tion, except by the Society at an 
annual meeting, on the recommen- 
dation of the Board of Managers,” 
shall be and hereby is amended by 
adding the sentence: 
“Notice of the proposed amend- 
ment shall be given in at least 
two of the three issues of the Bible 
Society Record next preceding the 
said Annual Meeting.” 


Mr. G. Henry Waterman was ap- 
pointed Associate Secretary for Trans- 
lations. 

The death on April 21, 1952 of the 
Reverend Jesse L. McLaughlin, D.D., 
was reported, and the following Memori- 
al Minute was adopted: 


The Board learns with sorrow of the 
death on April 21 of the Reverend Jesse 
L. McLaughlin, D.D., who served as Sec- 
retary of the Society’s Philippines Agency 
from 1906 to 1920, as an Assistant Secretary 
at Headquarters from 1921 to 1925, and 
as Secretary jointly of the Northwestern 
District and the Chicago Bible Society from 
1925 to 1940, when he retired. 

Dr. McLaughlin was a vigorous and 
enterprising missionary who deyeloped and 
carried out ingenious processes of Scripture 
distribution in the barrios and countryside 
of Luzon. This same capacity appeared in 
his work in America, in which visual proc- 
esses of attracting the public to the Bible 
and to the Society’s work played a large 
part. His long and varied experience re- 


sulted in a considerable extension of Scrip- 
ture distribution wherever he worked. He: 
was indefatigable in his labor, wide-ranging 
in his outlook and devoted to the Bible and 
the cause of Christ. His service is remem- 
bered with gratitude and praise. The 
Board records its appreciation and extends 
its sympathy to Dr. McLaughlin’s wife and | 
family.

HE 136th Annual Meeting of the American Bible
